RESUSCITATION.
How to Treat the Drowned,
The utility of the methods recently adopted

by the Metropolitan Board of Health for the
resuseltation of the drowned was testad a few
days ago In s vory praclical way. Antonlo
Bueh, a Spanish soaman, living at No, U3 Mon-
roe slreet, New York, attempted to cominlt
sulclde whlle par intoxicated, On Tuoesday,
about 5 P. M., he threw himself into tha river
at the Bridge stroet ferry. The act was seen by
the policeman on duty at that place, and the
apparatus for the rescue of drowunlng persons
was iImmediately brought into use,

The man resolutely refused to catch at the
ropes that were thrown Lo him, and was rapidly
carried out Into the stream by the sbbing tide,
Ofliger Mahoney, of the Fourth Praelnul-.[]umpﬂd
into the water and with much dificulty suc-
ceeded in bringing the man to shore. The
officer was almost exhausted; the seaman ap-
parently altogether lifeless,

Some policemen who had been drilled in Syl-
wvester's method of resuseitation by the offcers
of the Board of Heslth took oharge of the bady
and immediately begon to apply the rules re.
eommended for restoring life. After half an

hour of relatent ellort the drowned man
began to breathe, and was finally fully restored,
This i8 the firat opportunily that bas presented

itself for pracsically tes'ing the value of Lhe
rules adopted by the Board of Health, and 118
resuit is allke gratifying to those who secured
this addition to tho dutles of the waterside
police a8 to those by whom they were 80 sue-
cessfully applied,

One of the pollee captains has offered a re-
ward of fifty dollars for the firat life shnilarl
restored in his precinet, He ought to lnsist,
however, that the rescued person shall have
Mmilen overboard by accident, Woen a man re-
fuses 1o cateh a rope Lbrown him in the water,
and expresses a determigation to drown, the
police suould not be allowed 1o risk their own
vaiuable lives Lo save his. Probably the wisest
course to pursue towards the Spaunlsh sallor
would have been to let bim drown.

A Maharaj Marriage in Indin.
TNE NRIDE A CMILD TEX YEARS OLD.

Au Indiun paper desoribes n singulsr mar
risge which took pluace in Bombag, o June: —

“Ohimunlnljee Malueaj, long past the meri-
dlan of Wfe, bus taken vnto himeell as second
wile n girl ten yenos of age, s et wite being
alive, On Mondny, the 20th of June, the Ma-
hataj's wedding oay, the episit ol joy nnd en-
thusiasm thut pervaded the Vyshunov commiu:
nity for some days preceding Koew no bouads,
Enrly that aiternoon when the moarriage pro-
creslon waus to move aboul, meu, women, snd
chitdren, vedecked v holiday awtive, and rows
of carringes thronged the principnl thorough-
fares liading to Bhooleshwur, From the Moom.
biadevl chowkey to the entrance of the Mabas
ra)'s tesidence, oppesile the Fortuguese church,
moved a dense crowd, blocking the entire
rond, while every window and verandabh was
crowded with speciators, They bad been in-
vited there by other Maharajs, who are at pres
gent the guestsof Chkimunlaljee, and who induced
the Vyshunovs to attend the temples, in which
ench wis by blandishment or threat induaced to
snbsoribe something to make & porie for presen-
tntion to Chimunlaljes on the ovcusion of his
weddipg, That day Unimunlaljee sat in his own
temple with o ‘wealth of swiles’ upon his face,
nnd vied with each other o offeriog st his feat
presents of money, jewels, and clotnes,

“In the atternoon a gorgeous procession
woved from the temple, preceded by o long liue
ol tom-toms, cymbals, native droms, e, of
children riding horses decked with silver appens
dages, of carringes drawn each by a pair of
horsve, In which sat other Msharajs in their
rauilest dresseg, with pearl and dinmond neck-
tces on their persons, snd gold and sllver
wands in their hands, takiog o pride in display-
ing their lips made vesmilllon-ike with the
Juiee of panso parce, of which their jaws woere
full. In the midst of the procegsion was Chi-
munisljee himself, the ‘cynosure’ of sll eyes,
bestriding & horse led by two of the wenlthiest
Bhatta merchauts, He was [cilowed by a mass
of men aud women, pressing onwards in their
cagerness to bave a look at the bridegroom at
every possible turp. In this way the procession
pussed along the Marwarce Duzar, the Chowk-
spe Bazar, Withulwaddy snd Ramwaddy belore
they reached o garden, iu which the bride and
Lier relatives were sccommodated,

“The scene of hobbub and confusion that pre-
valled there s #aud to have been almost ludeseri-
bable—n nurtow space that could net contiin n
rortion of the noxious crowds which poured In,

any clambered up posts, en the tops of sheds
and houses, to have & glance at the bridal parey.
In the middle of the compound was & ruised tem-
yorary pavilion, under which were placed two
Luuu basgkels containing rice, In each of which
sut the bride and the bridegroom. The Brab-
ming muttered incantations, aud while on one
side presents poured in nt the teet of the bride-
groom, ou the other merciless jahpateras (the
ushers of the Maharaj's temples) whipped a&'a{
with their dreaded cords, men, women, ani
children, who could find no standing place, Yet
neither the rain pnor the lashes of the cords conld
check the blind zeal ol the Vyshunovs, who
rushied again to the pluces from whick they were
driven away.

“i1he bride was the danghter of a paor Te-
linga Brahmin, of Sholupore, who received Rs,
20,000 for giving the girl in marriage. The
Muburajs arve considered ns outcasts, and no
Bralimin gives hiz davghter in muarriage with
them without & lafee compensation in muucr.
as he and his family are outeasted imwediately
after the marringe. For geveral days afver his
wedding Chimunlaijee engaged dancing girls to
dunce nod sing et his bouse for the amusement
of his guests—a proceeding, says our contempo-
rary, which any minlster of religion would be
ashamed of, But who paid the large sums
expended en Chimunlaljee’™s marringe with this
girl of ten yenrs? Not s penny came oot of his
wcket, althougo he is reputed to berich, Every

raction of it wus drawn from bis blind devo-
tees, For days belore the marriage he scted
the intruder aut every house occupied by
Vyehuvoys, on the pretense of offering the
gpiritunl adviee. 1t was the custom of the
Maharajs pot to go to any place unless invited
to do eo: but under the galse of a greater
regard than the rest of his brethren for the spl-
ritunl welfare of hils flock, this plous man
levied black mail in every street, In chawls
occupied by & large number of tenants he
moved from room f{o room, standing a very
Beelzebub at the tbhreshold of every door at
which he knocked in succession, 'rt 18 esti-
matad that by this system of begging Chimun-
luljes collected 40,000 rupees, The subseriptions
at the temples amouunted to about 25,000 rupees,
The writer of the ncoount in the Guzeratee
paper commends the Vyshunov community to
lay to heart the moral of I, and to uanile to

expel the Maharajs from Bombay.”
